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LINCOLN  AND  SLAVERY:    AN  OVERVIEW 


Abraham  Lincoln  was  a  native  of  a  slave  state,  Kentucky. 
In  1811  Hardin  County,  where  Lincoln  was  born  two  years 
before,  contained  1,007  slaves  and  1,627  white  males  above 
the  age  of  sixteen.  His  father's  brother  Mordecai  owned  a 
slave.  His  father's  Uncle  Isaac  may  have  owned  over  forty 
slaves.  The  Richard  Berry  family,  with  whom  Lincoln's 
mother  Nancy  Hanks  lived  before  her  marriage  to  Thomas 
Lincoln,  owned  slaves.  Thomas  and  Nancy  Lincoln,  however, 
were  members  of  a  Baptist  congregation  which  had  separated 
from  another  church  because  of  opposition  to  slavery.  This 
helps  explain  Lincoln's  statement  in  1864  that  he  was 
"naturally  anti-slavery"  and  could  "not  remember  when  I  did 
not  so  think,  and  feel."  In  1860  he  claimed  that  his  father  left 
Kentucky  for  Indiana's  free  soil  "partly  on  account  of 
slavery." 

Nothing  in  Lincoln's  political  career  is  inconsistent  with  his 
claim  to  have  been  "naturally  anti-slavery."  In  1836,  when 
resolutions  came  before  the 
Illinois  House  condemning 
abolitionism,  declaring  that  the 
Constitution  sanctified  the 
right  of  property  in  slaves,  and 
denying  the  right  of  Congress 
to  abolish  slavery  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  Lincoln  was 
one  of  six  to  vote  against  them 
(seventy-seven  voted  in  favor). 
Near  the  end  of  the  term, 
March  3,  1837,  Lincoln  and 
fellow  Whig  Dan  Stone  wrote  a 
protest  against  the  resolutions 
which  stated  that  "the  institu- 
tion of  slavery  is  founded  on 
both  injustice  and  bad  policy." 
It  too  denounced  abolitionism 
as  more  likely  to  exacerbate 
than  abate  the  evils  of  slavery 
and  asserted  the  right  of 
Congress  to  abolish  slavery  in 
the  District  of  Columbia 
(though  the  right  should  not  be 
exercised  without  the  consent  of 
the  District's  citizens).  Congress, 
of  course,  had  no  right  to  inter- 
fere with  slavery  in  the  states.  In 
1860  Lincoln  could  honestly 
point  to  the  consistency  of  his 
antislavery  convictions  over  the 
last  twenty-three  years.  That 
early  protest  "briefly  defined  his 
position  on  the  slavery  question; 
and  so  far  as  it  goes,  it  was  then 
the  same  that  it  is  now." 

In  his  early  political  career  in 
the  1830s  and  1840s,  Lincoln 
had  faith  in  the  benign  opera- 
tion of  American  political  insti- 
tutions. Though  "opposed  to 
slavery"  throughout  the  period,

he  "rested  in  the  hope  and  belief  that  it  was  in  course  of 
ultimate  extinction."  For  that  reason,  it  was  only  "a  minor 
question"  to  him.  For  the  sake  of  keeping  the  nation  together, 
Lincoln  thought  it  "a  paramount  duty"  to  leave  slavery  in  the 
states  alone.  He  never  spelled  out  the  basis  of  his  faith 
entirely,  but  he  had  confidence  that  the  country  was  ever 
seeking  to  approximate  the  ideals  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence.  All  men  would  be  free  when  slavery,  restricted 
to  the  areas  where  it  already  existed,  exhausted  the  soil, 
became  unprofitable,  and  was  abolished  by  the  slave-holding 
states  themselves  or  perhaps  by  numerous  individual 
emancipations.  Reaching  this  goal,  perhaps  by  the  end  of  the 
century,  required  of  dutiful  politicians  only  "that  we  should 
never  knowingly  lend  ourselves  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
prevent .  .  .  slavery  from  dying  a  natural  death  —  to  find  new 
places  for  it  to  live  in,  when  it  can  no  longer  exist  in  the  old." 
This  statement,  made  in  1845,  expressed  Lincoln's  lack  of 

concern  over  the  annexation  of 
Texas,  where  slavery  already 
existed.  As  a  Congressman 
during  the  Mexican  War, 
Lincoln  supported  the  Wilmot 
Proviso  because  it  would 
prevent  the  growth  of  slavery 
in  parts  of  the  Mexican  cession 
where  the  institution  did  not 
already  exist.  He  still 
considered  slavery  a  "distract- 
ing" question,  one  that  might 
destroy  America's  experiment 
in  popular  government  if 
politicians  were  to  "enlarge 
and  agrivate"  it  either  by 
seeking  to  expand  slavery  or  to 
attack  it  in  the  states. 

Lincoln  became  increasingly 
worried  around  1850  when  he 
read  John  C.  Calhoun's 
denunciations  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence.  When  he 
read  a  similar  denunciation  by 
a  Virginia  clergyman,  he  grew 
more  upset.  Such  things 
undermined  his  confidence 
because  they  showed  that  some 
Americans  did  not  wish  to 
approach  the  ideals  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence; 
for  some,  they  were  no  longer 
ideals  at  all.  But  these  were  the 
statements  of  a  society  directly 
interested  in  the  preservation 
of  the  institution,  and  Lincoln 
did  not  become  enough 
alarmed  to  aggravate  the  slave 
question.  He  began  even  to 
lose  interest  in  politics. 

The  passage  of  Stephen  A. 
Douglas's  Kansas-Nebraska  Act

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in  1854  changed  all  this.  Lincoln  was  startled  when  territory 
previously  closed  to  slavery  was  opened  to  the  possibility  of 
its  introduction  by  local  vote.  He  was  especially  alarmed  at 
the  fact  that  this  change  was  led  by  a  Northerner  with  no 
direct  interest  in  slavery  to  protect. 

In  1841  Lincoln  had  seen  a  group  of  slaves  on  a  steamboat 
being  sold  South  from  Kentucky  to  a  harsher  (so  he  assumed) 
slavery.  Immediately  after  the  trip,  he  noted  the  irony  of  their 
seeming  contentment  with  their  lot.  They  had  appeared  to  be 
the  happiest  people  on  board.  After  the  Kansas-Nebraska  Act, 
he  wrote  about  the  same  episode,  still  vivid  to  him,  as  "a 
continual  torment  to  me."  Slavery,  he  said,  "has,  and 
continually  exercises,  the  power  of  making  me  miserable." 

Lincoln  repeatedly  stated  that  slaveholders  were  no  worse 
than  Northerners  would  be  in  the  same  situation.  Having 
inherited  an  undesirable  but  socially  explosive  political 
institution,  Southerners  made  the  best  of  a  bad  situation.  Like 
all  Americans  before  the  Revolution,  they  had  denounced 
Great  Britain's  forcing  slavery  on  the  colonies  with  the  slave 
trade,  and,  even  in  the  1850s,  they  admitted  the  humanity  of 
the  Negro  by  despising  those  Southerners  who  dealt  with  the 
Negro  as  property,  pure  and  simple  —  slave  traders.  But  he 
feared  that  the  ability  of  Northerners  to  see  that  slavery  was 
morally  wrong  was  in  decline.  This,  almost  as  surely  as 
disunion,  could  mean  the  end  of  the  American  experiment  in 
freedom,  for  any  argument  for  slavery  which  ignored  the 
moral  wrong  of  the  institution  could  be  used  to  enslave  any 
man,  white  or  black.  If  lighter  men  were  to  enslave  darker 
men,  then  "you  are  to  be  slave  to  the  first  man  you  meet,  with  a 
fairer  skin  than  your  own."  If  superior  intellect  determined 
masters,  then  "you  are  to  be  slave  to  the  first  man  you  meet, 
with  an  intellect  superior  to  your  own."  Once  the  moral 
distinction  between  slavery  and  freedom  were  forgotten, 
nothing  could  stop  its  spread.  It  was  "founded  in  the 
selfishness  of  man's  nature,"  and  that  selfishness  could 
overcome  any  barriers  of  climate  or  geography. 

By  1856  Lincoln  was  convinced  that  the  "sentiment  in  favor 
of  white  slavery  .  .  .  prevailed  in  all  the  slave  state  papers, 
except  those  of  Kentucky,  Tennessee  and  Missouri  and 
Maryland."  The  people  of  the  South  had  "an  immediate 
palpable  and  immensely  great  pecuniary  interest"  in  the 
question;  "while,  with  the  people  of  the  North,  it  is  merely  an 
abstract  question  of  moral  right."  Unfortunately,  the  latter 
formed  a  looser  bond  than  economic  self-interest  in  two  billion 
dollars  worth  of  slaves.  And  the  Northern  ability  to  resist  was 
steadily  undermined  by  the  moral  indifference  to  slavery 
epitomized  by  Douglas's  willingness  to  see  slavery  voted  up  or 
down  in  the  territories.  The  Dred  Scott  decision  in  1857 
convinced  Lincoln  that  the  Kansas-Nebraska  Act  had  been 
the  beginning  of  a  conspiracy  to  make  slavery  perpetual, 
national,  and  universal.  His  House-Divided  Speech  of  1858 
and  his  famous  debates  with  Douglas  stressed  the  specter  of  a 
conspiracy  to  nationalize  slavery. 

Lincoln's  claims  in  behalf  of  the  slaves  were  modest  and  did 
not  make  much  of  the  Negro's  abilities  outside  of  slavery.  The 
Negro  "is  not  my  equal  ...  in  color,  perhaps  not  in  moral  or 
intellectual  endowment,"  Lincoln  said,  but  "in  the  right  to  put 
into  his  mouth  the  bread  that  his  own  hands  have  earned,  he 
is  the  equal  of  every  other  man,  white  or  black."  Lincoln 
objected  to  slavery  primarily  because  it  violated  the  doctrine 
of  the  equality  of  all  men  announced  in  the  Declaration  of 
Independence.  "As  I  would  not  be  a  slave,  so  I  would  not  be  a 
master"  Lincoln  said.  "This  expresses  my  idea  of  democracy. 
Whatever  differs  from  this,  to  the  extent  of  the  difference,  is  no 
democracy." 

Lincoln  had  always  worked  on  the  assumption  that  the 
Union  was  more  important  than  abolishing  slavery.  As  long 
as  the  country  was  approaching  the  ideal  of  freedom  for  all 
men,  even  if  it  took  a  hundred  years,  it  made  no  sense  to 
destroy  the  freest  country  in  the  world.  When  it  became 
apparent  to  Lincoln  that  the  country  might  not  be 
approaching  that  ideal,  it  somewhat  confused  his  thinking. 
In  1854  he  admitted  that  as  "Much  as  I  hate  slavery,  I  would 
consent  to  the  extension  of  it  rather  than  see  the  Union 
dissolved,  just  as  I  would  consent  to  any  GREAT  evil,  to  avoid 
a  GREATER  one."  As  his  fears  of  a  conspiracy  to  nationalize 


slavery  increased,  he  ceased  to  make  such  statements.  In  the 
secession  crisis  he  edged  closer  toward  making  liberty  more 
important  than  Union.  In  New  York  City  on  February  20, 
1861,  President-elect  Lincoln  said: 

There  is  nothing  that  can  ever  bring  me  willingly  to 
consent  to  the  destruction  of  this  Union,  under  which . . .  the 
whole  country  has  acquired  its  greatness,  unless  it  were  to 
be  that  thing  for  which  the  Union  itself  was  made.  I 
understand  a  ship  to  be  made  for  the  carrying  and 
preservation  of  the  cargo,  and  so  long  as  the  ship  can  be 
saved,  with  the  cargo,  it  should  never  be  abandoned.  This 
Union  should  likewise  never  be  abandoned  unless  it  fails 
and  the  probability  of  its  preservation  shall  cease  to  exist 
without  throwing  the  passengers  and  cargo  overboard.  So 
long,  then,  as  it  is  possible  that  the  prosperity  and  the 
liberties  of  the  people  can  be  preserved  in  the  Union,  it  shall 
be  my  purpose  at  all  times  to  preserve  it. 

The  Civil  War  saw  Lincoln  move  quickly  to  save  the  Union 
by  stretching  and,  occasionally,  violating  the  Constitution. 
Since  he  had  always  said  that  constitutional  scruple  kept  him 
from  bothering  slavery  in  the  states,  it  is  clear  that  early  in 
the  war  he  was  willing  to  go  much  farther  to  save  the  Union 
than  he  was  willing  to  go  to  abolish  slavery.  Yet  he 
interpreted  it  as  his  constitutional  duty  to  save  the  Union, 
even  if  to  do  so  he  had  to  violate  some  small  part  of  that  very 
Constitution.  There  certainly  was  no  constitutional  duty  to  do 
anything  about  slavery.  For  over  a  year,  he  did  not. 

On  August  22,  1862,  Lincoln  responded  to  criticism  from 
Horace  Greeley  by  stating  his  slavery  policy: 

If  there  be  those  who  would  not  save  the  Union,  unless 
they  could  at  the  same  time  save  slavery,  I  do  not  agree 
with  them.  If  there  be  those  who  would  not  save  the 
Union  unless  they  could  at  the  same  time  destroy 
slavery,  I  do  not  agree  with  them.  My  paramount  object 
in  this  struggle  is  to  save  the  Union,  and  is  not  either  to 
save  or  to  destroy  slavery.  If  I  could  save  the  Union 
without  freeing  any  slave  I  would  do  it,  and  if  I  could  save 
it  by  freeing  all  the  slaves  I  would  do  it;  and  if  I  could  save 
it  by  freeing  some  and  leaving  others  alone  I  would  also 
do  that.  What  I  do  about  slavery,  and  the  colored  race,  I 
do  because  I  believe  it  helps  to  save  the  Union;  and  what  I 
forbear,  I  forbear  because  I  do  not  believe  it  would  help  to 
save  the  Union.  I  shall  do  less  whenever  I  shall  believe 
what  I  am  doing  hurts  the  cause,  and  I  shall  do  more 
whenever  I  shall  believe  doing  more  will  help  the  cause.  I 
shall  try  to  correct  errors  when  shown  to  be  errors;  and  I 
shall  adopt  new  views  so  fast  as  they  shall  appear  to  be 
true  views. 

I  have  here  stated  my  purpose  according  to  my  view  of 
official  duty;  and  I  intend  no  modification  of  my  oft- 
expressed  personal  wish  that  all  men  every  where  could 
be  free. 

The  Emancipation  Proclamation,  announced  just  one  month 
later,  was  avowedly  a  military  act,  and  Lincoln  boasted  of  his 
consistency  almost  two  years  later  by  saying,  "I  have  done  no 
official  act  in  mere  deference  to  my  abstract  judgment  and 
feeling  on  slavery." 

Nevertheless,  he  had  changed  his  mind  in  some  regards. 
Precisely  one  year  before  he  issued  the  preliminary 
Emancipation  Proclamation,  Lincoln  had  criticized  General 
John  C.  Fremont's  emancipation  proclamation  for  Missouri 
by  saying  that  "as  to  .  .  .  the  liberation  of  slaves"  it  was 
"purely  political,  and  not  within  the  range  of  military\aw,  or 
necessity." 

If  a  commanding  General  finds  a  necessity  to  seize  the  farm 
of  a  private  owner,  for  a  pasture,  an  encampment,  or  a  forti- 
fication, he  has  the  right  to  do  so,  and  to  so  hold  it,  as  long  as 
the  necessity  lasts;  and  this  is  within  military  law,  because 
within  military  necessity.  But  to  say  the  farm  shall  no 
longer  belong  to  the  owner,  or  his  heirs  forever;  and  this  as 
well  when  the  farm  is  not  needed  for  military  purposes  as 
when  it  is,  is  purely  political,  without  the  savor  of  military 
law  about  it.  And  the  same  is  true  of  slaves.  If  the  General 
needs  them,  he  can  seize  them,  and  use  them;  but  when  the 
need  is  past,  it  is  not  for  him  to  fix  their  permanent  future 
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condition.  That  must  be  settled  according  to  laws  made  by 
law-makers,  and  not  by  military  proclamations.  The  proc- 
lamation in  the  point  in  question,  is  simply  "dictatorship." 
It  assumes  that  the  general  may  do  anything  he  pleases— 
confiscate  the  lands  and  free  the  slaves  of  loyal  people,  as 
well  as  of  disloyal  ones.  And  going  the  whole  figure  I  have 
no  doubt  would  be  more  popular  with  some  thoughtless 
people,  than  that  which  has  been  done!  But  I  cannot  assume 
this  reckless  position;  nor  allow  others  to  assume  it  on  my 
responsibility.  You  speak  of  it  as  being  the  only  means  of 
saving  the  government.  On  the  contrary  it  is  itself  the 
surrender  of  the  government.  Can  it  be  pretended  that  it  is 
any  longer  the  government  of  the  U.S.  —  any  government  of 
Constitution  and  laws,  —  wherein  a  General,  or  a  President, 
may  make  permanent  rules  of  property  by  proclamation? 

I  do  not  say  Congress  might  not  with  propriety  pass  a 
law,  on  the  point,  just  such  as  General  Fremont  proclaimed. 
I  do  not  say  I  might  not,  as  a  member  of  Congress,  vote  for  it. 
What  I  object  to,  is,  that  I  as  President,  shall  expressly  or 
impliedly  seize  and  exercise 
the  permanent  legislative 
functions  of  the  government.  , 
Critics   called   this  inconsis- 
tency;  Lincoln's  admireres 
have  called  it  "growth."  What- 
ever the  case,  just  as  Lincoln's 
love  of  Union  caused  him  to 
handle  the  Constitution  some- 
what roughly,  so  his  hatred  of 
slavery  led  him,  more  slowly,  to 
treat  the   Constitution  in  a 
manner  inconceivable  to  him 
in   1861.   Emancipation,  if 
somewhat  more  slowly,  was 
allowed  about  the  same  degree 
of  constitutional  latitude  the 
Union   earned  in  Lincoln's 
policies. 

The  destruction  of  slavery 
never  became  the  avowed 
object  of  the  war,  but  by 
insisting  on  its  importance, 
militarily,  to  saving  the  Union, 
Lincoln  made  it  constitution- 
ally beyond  criticism  and,  in  all 
that  really  mattered,  an  aim  of 
the  war.  In  all  practical 
applications,  it  was  a  condition 
of  peace  —  and  was  so 
announced  in  the  Proclamation 
of  Amnesty  and  Reconstruction 
of  December  8,  1863,  and 
repeatedly  defended  in 
administration  statements 
thereafter.  He  reinforced  this 
fusion  of  aims  by  insisting  that 
the  Confederacy  was  an 
attempt  to  establish  "a  new 
Nation,  .  .  .  with  the  primary, 
and  fundamental  object  to 
maintain,  enlarge,  and 
perpetuate  human  slavery," 
thus  making  the  enemy  and 
slavery  one  and  the  same. 

Only    once    did  Lincoln 
apparently  change  his  mind.  In 
the  desperately  gloomy  August 
of  1864,  when  defeat  for  the 
administration  seemed  certain, 
Lincoln  bowed  to  pressure  from 
Henry    J.    Raymond  long 
enough    to    draft   a  letter 
empowering    Raymond  to 
propose  peace  with  Jefferson 
Davis  on  the  condition  of  re- 
union alone,  all  other  questions 
(including  slavery,  of  course)  to 
be   settled   by  a  convention 


afterwards.  Lincoln  never  finished  the  letter,  and  the  offer 
was  never  made.  Moreover,  as  things  looked  in  August, 
Lincoln  was  surrendering  only  what  he  could  not  keep 
anyway.  He  was  so  convinced  that  the  Democratic  platform 
would  mean  the  loss  of  the  Union,  that  he  vowed  in  secret  to 
work  to  save  the  Union  before  the  next  President  came  into 
office  in  March.  He  could  hope  for  some  cooperation  from 
Democrats  in  this,  as  they  professed  to  be  as  much  in  favor  of 
Union  as  the  Republicans.  Without  the  Union,  slavery  could 
not  be  abolished  anyhow,  and  the  Democrats  were  committed 
to  restoring  slavery. 

Lincoln  had  made  abolition  a  party  goal  in  1864  by  making 
support  for  the  Thirteenth  Amendment  a  part  of  the 
Republican  platform.  The  work  he  performed  for  that 
measure  after  his  election  proved  that  his  antislavery  views 
had  not  abated.  Near  the  end  of  his  life,  he  repeated  in  a  public 
speech  one  of  his  favorite  arguments  against  slavery: 
"Whenever  [I]  hear  any  one,  arguing  for  slavery  I  feel  a  strong 
impulse  to  see  it  tried  on  him  personally."

Thank  you  for  the  splendid  article 
on  Hardin  County  by  John  Ed 
Pearce  [Feb.  7]  

However,  in  the  interest  of  histori- 
cal accuracy  I  must  correct  an  error. 
It  was  no  historian  who  informed 
him  that  Thomas  Lincoln  installed 
the  woodwork  in  the  Brown-Pusey 
Community  House.  Thomas  Lincoln 
left  Kentucky  in  1816  to  make  his 
home  in  Indiana,  returning  only 
briefly  in  Dec.  1819  to  marry  Sarah 
[not  Ann]  Bush  Johnston.  John  Y. 
Hill,  who  built  the  house,  did  not 
come  to  Elizabethtown  until  1818 
and  it  was  several  years  later  that  he 
built  the  house  now  known  as  the 
Brown-Pusey  Community  House.

John  Ed  Pearce's  focus  on  Hardin 
County  accomplished  what  a  lot  of 
people  have  tried  and  failed  to  do  in 
the  past  —  to  accurately  portray  the 
divergent  worlds  which  make  up  the 
soul  and  personality  of  Kentucky's 
fourth  largest  county.  * 

Several  points  bear  mentioning, 
however,  in  regard  to  the  population 
figures  . . .  Hardin  County's  popula- 
tion did  increase  at  the  rate  of  13.4 
percent  over  the  past  decade  as 
reported  in  the  story  (78,421  to 
88,917).  Disaggregation  of  those  fig- 
ures, however,  shows  quite  a  differ- 
ent picture  of  what  has  been  occur- 
ring in  the  county  since  1970. 

First,  Hardin  County's  "true" 
population  (county  total  minus  the 
Fort  Knox  on-post  population)  in- 
creased 37.5  percent  over  the  decade; 
the  discrepancy  between  the  two 
figures  (13.5  and  37.5  percent)  is 
attributable  to  the  fact  that  Fort 
Knox  sustained  a  decrease  of  about 
7,000  persons  over  the  period. 

Second,  Hardin  County's  rural 
areas  are  not  "losing  population"  as 
reported  by  Mr.  Pearce.  A  check  of 
the  1970  census  shows  a  rural  (those 
areas  outside  the  incorporated  cities 


and  not  on  post)  population  of 
21,675;  the  1980  figure  shows  28,485 

—  an  increase  of  31.4  percent  

Finally,  a  recently  released  study 
by  the  Urban  Studies  Center  of  the 
University  of  Louisville  points  out 
that  . . .  within  the  next  40  years 
Hardin  County  is  expected  to  move 
into  the  position  as  Kentucky's  third 
most  populated  county  —  behind 
Jefferson  and  Fayette.

"Thomas  Lincoln  did  not,  does  not,  deserve  the 

harsh  treatment  he  has  gotten  Must  we 

degrade  the  father  to  show  the  son's  excellence  in 
being  able  to  rise  above  his  miserable  heritage?" 


W'enow  approach  Feb.  12,  anniver- 
sary of  the  birth  of  Abraham 
Lincoln.  We  can  expect  in  the  coming 
days  to  hear  and  read  a  great  deal  about 
the  Great  Emancipator,  most  of  it 
factual,  some  based  on  legend  that  has 
ripened  with  the  years.  It  is  thus  with  all 
great  men,  and  history  will  surely 
accord  greatness  to  the  old  Rail  Split- 
ter. 

During  this  time  of  adulation  we  can 
also  expect  to  hear  and  read  casual 
references  to  Thomas  Lincoln,  the  fa- 
ther of  Abe,  a  great  deal  of  it  not  only 
false  or  unproven,  but  cruelly  so.  As  I've 
argued  before,  Thomas  Lincoln  did  not, 
does  not,  deserve  the  harsh  treatment 
he  has  gotten  from  the  people  who  write 
history,  but  there  is  little  to  be  done 
about  it.  That  is  one  trouble  with 
history  —  once  an  untruth  is  chiseled 
deeply  enough  into  the  stone  of  time, 
not  all  the  winds  or  sands  of  change  nor 
waters  of  truth  may  erode  it  away. 

And  in  our  perverse  way,  we  deal 
harshly  with  those  we  raise  up  to  lead 
us.  We  know  tljat  democracy  cannot 
survive  without  men  tough  enough  to 
endure  the  trials  of  politics,  yet  when 
they  succeed  we  tend  to  abuse  them,  as 
though  resenting  their  ability  to  rise 
above  the  common  herd.  We  take  the 
human  foibles  that  are  near  the  core  of 
every  person,  man  or  woman,  and  bloat 
them  into  flaws  that  crowd  the  skin  and 
dominate  the  personality  of  our  public 
men.  Let  it  not  be  discovered  that  they 
like  a  few  drinks  or  enjoy  a  game  of 
poker,  or  are  willing  to  confess  to  the 
sexual  desires  to  which  we  are  all 
subject.  They  do  so  at  their  political 
peril,  for  there  is  about  us  a  strain  of 
self-distrust  that  insists  that  leaders 
cannot  be  ordinary  men  but  saints. 

Perhaps  it  is  all  just  as  well.  Perhaps 
the  demands  of  office  are  so  fierce  that 


only  in  the  heat  of  public  scorn  and 
scrutiny  can  the  steel  of  men  be  suffi- 
ciently hardened.  But  must  the  punish- 
ment be  retroactive?  Must  we,  as  in  the 
case  of  Abe  Lincoln,  degrade  the  father 
to  show  the  son's  excellence  in  being 
able  to  rise  above  his  miserable  heri- 
tage? And  does  it  actually  ennoble  the 
son  to  insist,  as  historians  have,  that  the 
father  was  a  sullen,  illiterate,  dim- 
witted,  shiftless  lout? 

Recently,  while  reading  again  the 
fine  "Alistair  Cooke's  America,"  I  was 
saddened  to  see  how  easily  the  usually 
careful  Cooke  had  fallen  into  the  trap  of 
legend.  Here,  for  example,  is  what  he 
had-  to  say  about  Thomas  Lincoln, 
father  of  Abe:  "I  think  of  a  family  who 
started  a  farm  on  rocky  soil  in  Ken- 
tucky; a  dim,  shiftless,  rolling  stone  of  a 
husband  married  to  an  illegitimate  girl 
from  the  Virginia  mountains.  He  tried 
five  or  six  farms  and  kept  moving  on,  a 
man  afflicted,  we'd  say  today,  with  a 
character  neurosis,  who  thought  that  by 
picking  a  new  place,  like  a  movie  actress 
who  keeps  picking  a  new  husband,  he 
would  somehow  change  the  plot.  He 
didn't,  of  course." 

Not  since  Thomas  Jefferson  was 
accused  of  having  a  black  mistress  — 
and  five  illegitimate  children  by  her  — 
a  charge  totally  without  supporting 
substance,  have  more  injustices  been 
jammed  into  a  paragraph,  and  yet  there 
is  no  more  here  than  reflection  and 
repetition  of  a  common  and  persistent 
myth.  But,  as  a  start,  let  it  be  said  that 
there  is  no  evidence  whatever  that 
Nancy  Hanks,  Abe's  mother,  was  ille- 
gitimate, or  that  Lucy  Hanks,  her 
mother,  was  not  properly  married  in 
Virginia  when  Nancy' was  born.  Lucy 
Hanks  brought  Nancy  west  with  her 
into  Kentucky  when  they  moved  to 
what  is  now  the  neighborhood  around 


Harrodsburg,  where  Lucy  married  the 
Rev.  Henry  Sparrow,  member  of  a 
proud  family  and  not  likely  to  settle 
with  the  producer  of  bastards.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  record  to  imply  that 
Nancy  was  making  a  bad  marriage 
when  she  married  young  Thomas  Lin- 
coln in  1806  near  Springfield  in  a 
proper  church  wedding. 

In  fact,  Thomas  was  a  member  of  a 
quite  solid  family.  Abraham  Lincoln, 
his  father,  had  come  out  from  Virginia 
to  take  up  new  lands  and,  he  hoped,  find 
a  fortune  —  a  trait  common  to  settlers 
of  early  Kentucky.  When  he  was  killed 
by  Indians,  he  left  an  estate  of  a  good 
home  and  at  least  4,400  acres  of  central 
Kentucky  land  —  no  mean  estate. 
Unfortunately,  he  died  without  a  will, 
and  the  entire  estate  went  to  his  eldest 
son,  Mordecai,  under  the  primogeniture 
laws  of  Virginia  that  gave  all  to  the 
eldest  son.  Ironically,  the  law  had  been 
revised,  at  the  urging  of  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son, to  let  other  children  share  in  the 
heritage,  but  the  change  did  not  take 
effect  until  after  Abraham  died.  Thom- 
as thus  missed  by  weeks  being  a  man  of 
land,  wealth  and  some  social  status. 

He  did  not  sulk.  Denied  the  ances- 
tral acres,  he  moved  to  nearby 
Hardin  County  with  his  new  wife  and 
bought  some  acreage  in  what  is  now 
LaRue  County.  It  was  not,  and  is  not 
today,  "rocky  Kentucky  soil,"  nor  was 
Thomas  content  to  grub  out  a  living  like 
a  "dim,  shiftless,  rolling  stone  of  a 
man."  When  he  was  not  wresting  the 
beginnings  of  a  farm  from  the  tough 
Kentucky  frontier,  he  was  plying  the 
trade  of  a  carpenter  to  help  the  family 
get  started. 

Nor  was  he,  apparently,  less  than  a 
competent  and  respected  workman. 
There  were  several  masons  and  carpen- 


ters  in  Hardin  County  at  the  time,  including  Isaac  Hynes 
and  Isaac  Larue,  who  made  the  low  bids  for  the  courthouse 
and  jail,  but  in  1796,  when  Samuel  Haycraft,  member  of  an- 
other prominent  family,  undertook  to  build  a  grist  mill,  he 
chose  Thomas  Lincoln  to  help  him  with  the  carpentry.  Some 
years  later  Lincoln  was  hired  to  shape  and  install  some  of  the 
woodwork  in  the  Brown-Pusey  house,  which  is  still  standing 
in  Elizabethtown  (Related  story,  Page  8).  Nor  were  these 
isolated  instances.  What  skimpy  records  survive  of  Abe's 
early  years  indicate  that  his  father  was  often  away  from 
home,  not  as  a  "rolling  stone"  but  as  a  journeyman 
carpenter  trying  to  add  to  his  farm  income  in  order  to 
improve  the  lot  of  his  family.  Where  is  the  hint  of  a  "dim, 
shiftless"  sort? 


And  there  is  at  least  some  evidence  that  he  was  not 
illiterate.  At  any  rate,  when  his  first  wife  died  and  he 
married  the  widow  Ann  Bush  Johnson,  he  signed  the  official 
marriage  deed  in  a  firm,  easily  decipherable  hand,  a  record 
that  still  exists  in  Hardin  County.  Much  has  been  made  of 
the  splendid  traits  and  fine  character  of  his  second  wife.  But 
is  it  reasonable  to  assume  that  this,  paragon  of  virtue  and  wis- 
dom would  have  been  attracted  to  a  monumental  loser  such 
as  Thomas  Lincoln  has  been  said  to  have  been? 

It  is  not  as  though  a  woman  of  her  capacity  would  have 
had  a  difficult  time  finding  a  husband.  Women  were  in  short 
supply  on  the  frontier,  if  only  becuase  they  tended  to  die,  as 
did  Thomas'  first  wife,  before  the  men.  And  not  only  was 
she,  by  Abe's  own  account,  strong,  good-natured,  virtuous 
and  patient;  she  was  also  fairly  cultured  for  the  time  and 
place,  able  to  give  young  Abe  a  grounding  in  reading  and 
writing  as  well  as  in  morals  and  the  ethic  of  work  and  hones- 
ty. Yet  we  are  asked  to  believe  that  she  would  tie  herself  to  a 
hulking,  sulking  bumbler  of  a  man? 

I  find  it  impossible  to  believe.  Perhaps  Honest  Abe 
inherited  from  his  father  his  moody,  melancholy  nature.  But 
he  had  to  get  that  patient  wisdom,  humor,  dedication, 
determination  and  gentleness  from  someone,  too.  The  apple 
doesn't  fall  that  far  from  the  tree.  □

Savanah  May  12th  1862 

Dear  father  and  mother 

it  is  verry  warm  hear  to  day  and  I 
thaught  that  I  would  right  to  you  to  let  you  no  that  I  am 
well  and  enjoying  better  health  than  I  have  since  I  have  been 
in  the  servis  I  hope  when  these  lines  come  to  hand  they  may 
find  you  enjoying  good  health  your  self  I  heard  that  mother 
was  sick  but  I  hope  that  she  is  well  now    I  would  be  glad  to 
hear  how  she  is  getting    I  have  nothing  of  importance  to  right 
to  you  as  I  have  rote  all  the  news  in  camp  to  you  before  this 
time    hardin  is  well  and  gone  to  pitsburgh  today  after  forage 
and  I  do  not  no  any  thing  about  Allen  only  he  is  with  the 
provage(sic)  guard  yet    we  are  about  twenty  five  miles  apart 
he  is  up  close  to  corrinth  in  mississippi  and  I  am  at  savan- 
nah tenn  I  have  not  saw  him  for  some  three  weeks,  he  told  me 
that  captain  blake  said  he  would  take  him  to  the  next  fight 
that  come  up  and  they  have  been  fighting  their  for  four  days 
so  I  have  heard    we  are  camped  out  in  an  old  field  where  we 
have  nothing  but  our  tents  to  keep  the  sun  from  us  and  they 
do  but  little  good  down  hear  for  it  is  all  migjhty  hot  hear 
of  a  day  and  cold  of  anight;  and  we  have  verry  bad  water  to 
use    it  is  a  low  slashy  country  hear  and  right  in  the  river 
bottom    we  have  hard  times  hear  and  I  am  afraid  the  hardest 
has  not  come  yet    we  have  to  picket  hear  35  miles  and  stand 
camp  guard  to  and  I  dont  think  that  the  men  can  stand  it 
long  though  the  health  of  this  regiment  is  verry  good  at 
this  time    There  is  some  fewe    cases  of  camp  fever  in  it 
there  is  a  good  many  deaths  hear  in  savannah  but  it  is  nearly 
all  a  hospittle    all  the  sick  of  the  army  is  sent  hear  there 
is  from  four  to  six  a  day  dies  hear    I  have  saw  so  many  dead 
men  that  it  comes  natural  to  see  them    it  looks  like  people 
has  lost  all  human  feeling  in  hear    I  saw  men  laying  on  the 
battle  field  for  fifteen  day  after  the  fight  not  burried  and 
some  of  them  that  was  burried  after  it  rained  on  them  you 
could  see  them    that  satisfied  me  of  soldiering  and  laying 
out  that  long    it  was  agreat  sight  to  me  to  go  over  the  battle 
field  though  I  did  not  go  over  the  field  until  Saturday  after

E LI ZABETHT OWN  ONE  HUNDRED  YEARS  AGO 

The  Elizabethtown  NEWS,  the  best  known  newspaper  in 
Hardin  County,  maintained  its  position  for  over  one  hundred 
years.    H.  A.  Sommers  marked  fifty  years  of  his  ownership  on 
April  7,  1932.    The  first  location  of  the  publication  under 
his  aegis  was  in  the  second  story  of  a  building  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Dixie  Avenue  and  Race  Street.    A  few  months  later 
the  NEWS  moved  to  the  second  story  over  the  building  that 
later  housed  Showers  and  Hays  Drug  Store  and  still  later 
Newberrys.    The  final  move  for  the  paper  was  to  a  large 
building  at  the  corner  of  West  Dixie  and  North  Mulberry. 

Sommers  reported  that  in  1882  Elizabethtown  had  10 
saloons  and  two  private  banks,  Polk  &  Co.  and  Hotopp  & 
Haldworth.    Cows  roamed  the  streets  at  will  and  hogs  fre- 
quently slept  at  night  in  the  court  house  corridors.

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JOHN  H.  STEWART  (1828-1905) 

by  Margaret  Stewart  and  Birdie  Stewart  Latham  Mar,  21,1939 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  descends  from  a  family  whose 
name  in  Kentucky  is  contemporary  with  that  of  Boone,  Harrod 
and  Kenton.    In  1769  a  small  company  of  adventurers  and  hunters 
under  the  leadership  of  Pinley,  came  from  North  Carolina  to 
Kentucky,    Conspicuous  among  these  were  Daniel  Boone  and  John 
Stewart,  the  latter  of  whom,  was  killed  by  Indians  the  follow- 
ing year  in  the  vicinity  of  Mercer  County,    He  had  married 
Hannah  Boone,  a  sister  of  Daniel,  and  had  but  one  child,  viz: 
William  B,  Stewart,  who  with  his  widowed  mother,  was  of  the 
company  who  came  to  Kentucky  in  1773 •    William  B.  Stewart 
was  married,  in  Bourbon  County,  to  Tabitha  Braine,  and  had  a 
family  consisting  of  Mary,  Nancy,  Anna,  Rebecca,  Margaret, 
Hannah,  John,  -Solomon,  James  B,,  David,  Moses  and  Samuel 
Stewart • 

James  B,,  the  third  son,  was  the  father  of  John  Henderson, 
the  subject  of  these  lines.    He  was  bom  in  1803  and  came  to 
Hardin  County  in  1820.    He  married  Miss  Sarah  Smallwood, 
daughter  of  Hezekiah  Smallwood  of  Elizabethtown,  and  had  a 
family  of  nine  children. 

John  H.  was  the  eldest  of  the  family  of  James  B.  and 
Sarah  Stewart,  and  was  born  near  Elizabethtown,  Hardin  County, 
Kentucky,  on  August  5,  1828.    The  resousces  of  his  parents 
were  limited,  and  in  his  boyhood  days  his  opportunities  of 
acquiring  an  education  were  quite  meager,  being  confined  to 
a  few  months  in  a  common  school.    By  assiduous  personal  appli- 
cation, however,  he  fitted  himself  for  the  duties  of  teaching, 
which  profession  engaged  much  of  his  early  life.    While  on 
this  subject  we  will  state  as  a  fact  that  no  man  in  Hardin 
County  can  dispute  with  him  the  honor  of  having  done  most 
for  the  cause  of  education,  both  with  his  money  and  his  personal 
influence • 

In  May,  1863,  he  was  appointed  to  the  office  of  assis- 
tant assessor  of  internal  revenue,  serving  until  the  office 
was  abolished  in  I872.    He  then  became  deputy  collector  of 
revenue,  store -keeper  gauger  and  gauger,  these  several  posi- 
tions cov  ering  a  period  of  twenty-two  years.    Without  fear 
or  favor,  through  times  fraught  with  outlawry  and  when  the 
government  officials  were  peculiarly  unpopular,  Mr.  Stewart 
was  unflinching  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  is  said 
to  have  done  more  than  any  officer  in  his  district  to  compel 
obedience  to  the  revenue  laws.    In  matters  involving  the 
public  finances  he  was  known  to  be  a  safe  conservator  of  the 
public  trust.    For  six  years  he  was  treasurer  of  the  sinking 
fund  committee  of  Hardin  County,  and  the  saving  of  many  thous- 
ands of  dollars  to  the  county  was  due  to  his  ability  as  a 
financier.    He  was  the  leading  spirit  in  the  organization  of 
the  Elizabethtown  National  Bank  and  was  one  of  the  directors 
and  principal  stockholders. 

In  fact,  as  a  citizen,  as  a  public  officer,  and  as  an 
advocate  of  free  schools,  he  was  true  to  himself  and  his 
fellow-mam  (Continued  page  33) 
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On  December  2lj.,  1869,  Mr.  Stewart  married  Jennie,  the 
daughter  of  Rankin  and  Margaret  Mason,  of  Madison  County,  Ky. 
She  died  in  1873,  leaving  one  daughter,  Ida,  now  Mrs.  Samuel 
Fischer,  of  Hope  Hull,  Alabama.    In  August,  1875,  he  married 
Nannie  Mason,  a  younger  sister  of  his  former  wife.  Their 
children  were  Margaret,  Mason  (deceased),  John  Walker,  who 
married  Edith  Searcy  and  is  now  living  in  Lexington,  Ky., 
Mary  Bird,  now  Mrs.  A.  P.  Latham,  Elizabethtown,  Ky.,  and 
Harry  3.,  who  married  Mary  Browder  and  lives  in  Montgomery, 
Alabama. 

Mr.  Stewart  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and 
an  advocate  of  the  principles  of  the  Republican  Party.  He 
died  October  23,  1905. 

In  the  entire  history  of  the  county  John  H.  Stewart  is 
the  only  person  who  has  ever  made  an  endowment  from  his  estate 
for  the  benefit  of  schools.    He  set  up  a  trust  fund  of  five 
thousand  dollars  in  1879  which  provided  that  two  cents  per 
capita  for  each  child  in  the  county  should  be  paid  on  the 
school  census,  to  the  teachers  of  Hardin  County. 

An  accumulation  of  dividends  over  the  two  cents  per 
capita  was  distributed  to  the  teachers  in  1930  by  a  court 
order,  and  the  "Stewart  Fund"  continues  to  be  an  institution 
among  Hardin  County  teachers. 

HAMILTON  COLLEGE 

Reverend  John  W.  Hagan,  a  cultured,  highly  educated 
Presbyterian  minister,  came  to  Elizabethtown  and  established 
Hamilton  College  soon  after  the  close  of  the  Civil  War.  His 
wife  was  also  a  very  capable  teacher  and  with  two  other  teachers 
the  college  opened  in  a  large  two  story  brick  building  at 
the  comer  of  North  Main  and  West  Poplar  streets.    Later  the 
school  was  moved  to  a  building  where  the  Masonic  Temple  now 
stands  on  the  corner  of  North  Mulberry  and  West  Poplar  streets. 

When  the  school  began  to  decline  due  to  the  development 
of  the  public  schools,  Professor  Hagan  bought  a  lot  and  built 
the  large  two  story  house  on  West  Dixie  Avenue  where  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Starling  Wells  lived  in  later  years.    Hamilton  College 
finally  closed  in  the  late  l870fs.  G.W. 

VAGRANT  SOLD 

Convicted  of  vagrancy,  Dock  Aubrey  was  sold  at  the  court- 
house door  at  public  auction  in  Elizabethtown  on  November  27, 
1906  for  $1.00.    The  last  sale  of  this  kind  in  the  county  had 
been  when  Lawrence  Peak  was  sold  for  $12.75  to  Bill  Bell,  an 
Elizabethtown  saloon  keeper.    The  sale  of  Aubrey  was  held  by 
Deputy  Sheriff,  M.  W.  Williams.    First  bid  on  Aubrey  was  50 
cents.    The  crowd  jeered.    Sheriff  Yates,  in  charge  of  the 
auction,  then  assured  his  listeners  that  the  man  was  sound 
and  able-bodied.    Johnson  then  raised  his  bid  to  a  dollar  and 
the  auction  was  closed. 

Two  weeks  later  Aubrey  was  set  free.    It  was  discovered 
that  the  law  under  which  he  was  sold  had  been  repealed.

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MEMORIES  AND  RECOLLECTIONS  OP  A  CHILD  0?  THE  SIXTIES 
by  Lucy  A.  Washington  Helm  (Mrs.  John  L.  Helm  II) 

The  following  article  contributed  by  "Cousin"  John  L.  Helm, 
is  the  first  part  of  a  talk  given  by  Lucy  Helm  in  May,  19^5, 
to  the  Query  Club,    The  article  is  the  delightful  reminiscence 
of  the  eighty- four  year  old  lady's  childhood  in  an  aristocratic 
southern  family  in  Tennessee  from  the  Civil  War  to  1881. 
"Wessyngton"  the  name  of  Mrs,  Helm's  family  home,  is  the  old 
spelling  for  Washington, 

I  was  born  in  September,  1861,     Our  home  was  called 
"Wessyngton",  the  name  was  that  of  our  ancestor,  De .Wessyngton, 
who  landed  in  England  with  William,  the  Conqueror. 

My  grandfather,  Joseph  G.  Washington,  came  out  from 
Virginia — I  don't  remember  off  hand  the  exact  date — but  he 
was  born  in  Virginia  in  1770,    He  came  out  to  Tennessee  as  a 
young  man  on  horseback,  bringing  his  servant  with  him  also  on 
horseback.    He  had  been  disappointed  in  love  in  Virginia,  and 
came  out  to  Tennessee  to  visit  relatives  in  Nashville  and 
adjacent  counties,     i/ifhen  in  Robertson  County,  about  thirty 
miles  from  Nashville,  he  called  at  the  home  of  his  kinsman, 
Colonel  Archer  Cheatham.    He  found  there  was  a  little  new- 
born baby  girl  in  the  household.     Col.  Cheatham,  after  receiing 
my  grandfather  and  talking  awhile,  brought  out  the  little  baby 
girl  and  laying  her  in  my  grandfather's  arms  said,  "Joseph, 
behold  your  future  wife," 

Mary  Cheatham  was  born  in  1796  and  died  in  1865 — worn  out 
by  all  that  she  had  endured  during  the  years  of  the  Civil  War. 
The  farm  on  which  she  was  born  was  a  few  miles  from  "Wessyngton 
and  became  part  of  that  estate  and  is  still  a  part  of  it.  My 
grandfather  bought  the  property  where  our  old  house  stands 
and  added  a  good  many  more  acres  when  he  decided  to  live  in 
Tennessee.    This  tract,  and  our  house,  is  still  in  the  immedi- 
ate possession  of  the  family  and  lived  in  by  my  brother's 
widow  and  son. 

My  grandfather  bought  the  land  from  an  old  trapper  and 
settler  named  Winter,    When  my  grandfather  bought  the  sixty 
acres  from  Winter,  Winter  told  grandfather  that  when  he  settled 
there  he  ate  bear  meat  for  meat  and  deer  meat  for  bread. 
Later,  he  raised  corn  but  there  were  no  mills  so  he  beat  his 
corn  in  a  mortar. 

After  my  grandparents  were  married  they  lived  about  two 
miles  from  the  present  "Wessyngton"  in  a  house  my  grandfather 
built  opposite  the  opening  of  a  beautiful  cave.    Big  trees  and 
vines  grew  around  and  above  it  and  there  was  a  lovely  creek 
between  the  field  in  which  the  house  stood  and  the  cave.

the  store  wrote,   "An  empty  vessel  makes  the  loudest  noise," 
Sarah  refused  to  administer  Johnston's  estate  when  he  died 
in  1816  or  early  181?  as  Mathew  McCulley  and  dm.  Parcees 
were  appointed.    The  three  children  of  Sarah  and  John  Daniel 
were  Elizabeth,  Matilda  and  John  D,  Jr,

My  father  often  told  me  that  when  "Wessyngton",  the 
present  house,  was  built  the  Negroes  burned  the  bricks  of 
which  it  is  made  and  the  timbers  were  sawed  in  a  saw-pit 
on  the  place.    He  was  born  in  1815  and  the  house  finished  in 
1818.    His  father  would  take  him  in  front  of  him  on  his  horse 
when  he  would  go  about  the  work. 

My  grandmother,  although  a  very  young  girl  when  they  were 
married — she  was  fifteen,  I  think — was  a  marvelous  housekeeper a 
manager  and  the  head  of  the  family.     (Not  meaning  just  her 
immediate  family  but  also  the  close  connection.)     "Aunt  Polly" 
as  she  was  called,  was  a  model  and  held  in  respect  and  admi- 
ration. 

My  grandfather  prospered  and  many  acres  and  Negroes  were 
added  to  his  estate.     They  had  overseers  on  the  different 
places  and  one  manager  for  the  whole.    There  were,  of  course, 
no  railroads  at  that  time  and  the  immense  crops  of  wheat,  corn, 
tobacco,  hams,  and  other  produce  were  sent  by  wagon  trains  to 
the  Cumberland  River  and  then  taken  on  flat  boats  to  the 
Mississippi  to  New  Orleans  and  sold  on  the  open  market.  Simms, 
the  manager,  would  go  down  with  the  crops.     I  was  told  by  an 
old  cotton  man  in  New  Orleans,  when  I  went  there  as  a  young 
woman,  that  "when  the  word  would  go  out  that  Washington's  crops 
were  in,  everything  and  everybody  rushed  to  the  sales,  knowing 
the  goods  was  the  best."

"A  BRAVE  YOUTH " 

The  following  article  is  from  HISTORY  OP  KENTUCKY  by 
Lewis  Collins,  16V7. 

"About  the  middle  of  September,  1782,  a  roving  band  of 
Indians  made  their  appearance  in  Hardin  county,  and  committed 
several  depredations.    Silas  Hart,  whose  keen  penetration  and 
skill  as  an  Indian  fighter,  had  extorted  from  them  the  name 
of  "Sharp-Eye",  with  other  settlers,  pursued  them;  and  in  the 
pursuit,  Hart  shot  their  chief,  while  several  others  of  the 
party  were  also  killed.    Only  two  of  the  Indians  made  good 
their  escape.    These  conveyed  to  the  tribe  the  intelligence 
of  the  chieftain's  death.    Vengeance  was  denounced  by  them 
against  "Sharp-Eye"  and  his  family,  for  the  death  of  the  fallen 
chief,  and  speedily  did  the  execution  follow  the  threat!  A 
short  time  thereafter,  a  band  of  Indians,  led  by  a  brother  of 
the  slain  chieftain,  secretly  and  silently  made  their  way  into 
the  neighborhood  of  Elizabethtown,  where  they  emerged  from 
their  hiding  places,  and  commenced  their  outrages.    The  neigh- 
borhood was  instantly  aroused,  and  Hart,  always  ready  followed 
in  rapid  pursuit  for  a  whole  day,  but  was  unable  with  the 
other  whites  to  overtake  them.    As  soon  as  they  had  turned 
toward  their  homes,  the  Indians,  who  must  have  closely  watched 
their  movements,  turned  upon  their  trail,  and  followed  them 
back  to  the  settlements.    Hart  arrived  at  his  home  (five  miles 
from  Elizabethtown)  about  dark  in  the  evening,  and  slept 
soundly  through  the  night,  for  he  had  no  apprehension  of 
further  Indian  depredations.    On  the  succeeding  morning,  just 
as  the  family  were  seating  themselves  to  partake  of  their  fru- 
gal meal,  the  band  of  Indians,  who  had  been  prowling  round 
the  house  all  nigjit,  suddenly  appeared  at  the  door,  and  the 
brother  of  the  fallen  chief  shot  Hart  dead!    The  son  of  Hart, 
a  brave  youth  only  twelve  years  old,  the  instant  he  saw  his 
father  fall,  grasped  his  rifle,  and  before  the  savage  could 
enter  the  door,  sent  a  ball  through  his  heart — thus  avenging, 
almost  as  quick  as  thought,  a  beloved  parent's  death.  The 
Indians  then  rushed  to  the  door  in  a  body,  but  the  first  who 
entered  the  threshhold,  had  the  hunting  knife  of  the  gallant 
boy  plunged  to  the  hilt  in  his  breast,  and  fell  by  the  side 
of  his  leader.    A  contest  so  unequal,  could  not,  however, 
be  maintained.    The  youth,  with  his  mother  and  sister,  were 
overpowered  and  hurried  off  to  the  Wabash  as  captives.  The 
slater,  from  the  feebleness  of  her  constitution,  was  unable 
to  bear  the  fatigue  of  a  forced  march,  and  the  Indians  dis- 
patched her  after  proceeding  a  few  miles.    The  mother  and 
son  were  intended  for  a  more  painful  and  revolting  death.

WEDDING  ATTIRE 

An  item  written  by  Lucretia  Richardson  Barnes  in  an  old 
copy  of  the  Elizabethtown  News  discloses  the  wedding  apparel 
of  Margaret  Vanmeter  who  married  Samuel  Haycraft,  Sr.  at 
Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania  before  coming  to  Hardin  County  in  1779. 

Margaret  wore  a  dress  of  dotted  swiss,  white  lace  mitts 
and  a  skyscraper  leghorn  bonnet  with  all  "mantels  and 
kerchiefs,  etc."    Margaret  proved  to  be  the  intrepid  pioneer 
wife  Samuel  Haycraft  needed  after  coming  to  the  wilds  of  Ken- 
tucky.   Among  other  exploits,  she  coolly  shot  and  killed  an 
Indian  who  was  hiding  in  the  spring  at  the  foot  of  the  hill 
below  Haycraft' s  Port.  G.W.

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jSEKORIES  AND  RECOLLECTIONS. . .byLucy  W.  Helm  (continued) 

The  farm  hands  were  always  well  treated  and  supplied 
with  comfortable  quarters.    The  women  only  did  weeding  and 
light  work  in  the  fields  and  gardens.    There  was  a  loom 
house  with  four  big  looms  and  three  or  four  spinning  wheels. 

After  my  parents  were  married,  the  property  was  still 
more  enlarged  until  my  father  owned  fifteen  thousand  acres 
in  one  body.    The  servants  were  beautifully  trained 0  The 
house-keeper  wore  in  the  early  mornings  the  cleanest  and 
stiff est  of  cotton  dresses.    After  her  morning  duties  were 
attended  to,  she  dressed  as  an  English  house -keeper  in  a 
full  black  silk  dress  with  a  white  embroidered  collar  and 
gold  loop  earings.     She  was  a  rather  large  woman  with  very 
light  color  and  straight,  raven  black  hair0    She  always  had 
a  bunch  of  keys  at  her  belt. 

We  had  two  nurses--one  for  the  baby  and  one  for  the 
older  children.     Other  servants  were  my  father's  valet, 
my  grandmother's  coachman,  dining  room  man,  my  mother's 
maid,  Louisa,  who  I  insisted  on  calling  "Cousin  Louisa" 
because  the  Negroes  called  her  that.    All  the  older  women 
were  "Aunt"  and  the  men  "Uncle".    They  were  held  and  treated 
with  great  respect  by  us  children.     Of  course,  there  were 
chamber-maids,  a  dining  room  maid,  yard  men  and  gardeners. 

The  beginning  of  -day  nurseries  must  have  been  on  large 
places  like  ours0    My  mother  has  told  me  that  on  our  place 
there  was  a  very  long  building  where  the  little  children 
were  taken  and  two  or  three  older  women  took  care  of  them 
while  the  mothers  worked.    But  no  mother  with  a  young  baby 
was  expected  to  do  any  outside  work  until  her  baby  was  two 
years  old.    They  knitted  and  sewed  for  the  community,  worked 
the  looms  and  did  the  spinning.    There  was  a  trained  tailor 
who  cut  the  men's  clothes,  and  a  woman  who  cut  the  women's. 
Both  cotton  and  wool  were  grown  on  the  place,  spun  and  woven 
or  knitted  into  the  necessary  items.    There  was  a  blacksmith 
shop  where  horseshoes  were  made  and  other  iron  work  done, 
a  cooper's  shop  where  wagon  plows  and  other  things  were  made. 
There  were  great  granaries  for  the  storing  of  wheat,  corn 
and  tobacco.    The  place  was  absolutely  self-sustaining. 

My  father,  naturally,  took  command  when  his  father  died; 
and  as  long  as  my  grandmother  lived  she  ran  the  house,  gardens 
and  all  the  women's  activities.    My  mother  looked  after  her 
children,  ran  the  day  nursery,  visited  and  looked  after  the 
sick  on  the  place.    That  was  the  atmosphere  and  the  place 
when  and  where  I  was  born. 

Then  came  the  explosion.    I  don't  doubt  the  system  had 
many  faults,  but  no  system  is  devoid  of  them.    Neither  my 
father  nor  grandfather  ever  sold  a  slave  "down  the  river*1. 
To  this  day  many  of  the  descendants  of  our  Negroes  live  on 
the  place  and  always  were  and  still  are  proud  of  being 
"Washington  Negroes". 


Leather  was  made  from  the  bides  of  cattle  and  sheep; 
and  all  the  shoes  were  made  on  the  place  for  the  Negroes . 
And,  I  remember  during  and  just  after  the  war,  our  shoes 
also  were  made  and  we  were  very  proud  of  therru     I  especially 
remember  one  Christmas  when  my  sister,  Bessie,  and  I  had  new 
shoes  and  we  carried  a  little  rag  in  our  pockets  to  wipe  off 
anv  dust  that  got  on  them0 

My  mother  told  me  of  ravelling  out  her  and  my  grand- 
mothers' s  silk  and  wool  dresses  and  of  making  patterns  for 
the  materials  spun-and  woven  by  the  Negro  women.    They  were 
beautiful  materials  and  for  years  there  were  pieces  of  them 
at  "Wessyngton."  _  _ 

Materials  for  our  underclothes  were  also  made  on  the 
place/  the  dyes  were  made  from  cedar  berries  and  other 
colored  wild  plants  and  things,     (you  must  remember  we  were 
below  the  lines,  and  anything  we  got  had  to  be  brought  m  by 
blockade  runners  — ships  running  the  blockade— and  then 
smuggled  in.)     Our  coffee  was  made  from  dried  beans  and 
sweet  potatoes.    I  have  watched  my  father  make  ink  from  red 
and  black  oak  balls.    His  tobacco,  he  could  only  make  pip© 
tobacco  (having  alwavs  before  the  war  and  afterwards  smoked 
the  most  marvelous  Cuban  cigars)  was  the  heavy  black  tobacco 
raised  on  the  place,  mixed  with  dried  shumac  leaves  which 
we  children  loved  to  gather  and  put  on  the  garret  floor  to 
dry  and  crush  for  him.    I  can  see  him  now,  as  I,  a  li^le 
girl,  stood  by  him  in  front  of  an  open  fire  and  watched  him 
melt  the  lead  to  make  bullets  and  pour  it  into  the  molds. 

In  thinking  it  over— everything  we  used  was  made  on 
the  place  before,  during,  and  for  many  years  after  the  war. 
My  father  had  a  large  mill  on  the  place  and  the  flour  and 
meal  were  ground  there.    I  well  remember  seeing  the  starch 
being  made;  the  candle  tallow  melted  and  poured  into  molds. 
The  lye  was  made  in  big  hoppers  behind  the  house,  from  ashes 
from  the  fire  places.    The  soap  was  made  from  the  waste  fats 
with  that  good  strong  lye.    I  was  always  so  interested  and 
around  where  it  was  all  done  that,  did  necessity  arise,  I 
could  direct  the  making  even  now.    My  husband  used  to  say, 
"Robinson  Crusoe  had  nothing  on  me." 

There  were  several  large  apple  and  peach  orchards  on 
the  place.    After  the  war,  there  was  a  still,  distillery, 
I  suppose  you  would  call  it,     When  the  brandy  was  made  it  was 
put  in  barrels  and  a  United  States  gager  would  come  to  test 

ito    I  remember  the  man  so  well.    He  was  a  very  nice  man  and 
as  always  in  the  country,  he  would  on  his  visit  be  put  In 
the  office— two  outside  brick  rooms  where  men  like  that  were 
put— and  have  his  meals  at  the  table.    Poor  fellow,  after 
spending  the  morning  over  the  brandy  barrels  testing  it,  he 
would  be  so  queer  from  the  fumes.    He  would  apologize  and 
say,  "Mrs.  Washington,  you  must  excuse  me  but  I  have  been 
inhaling."    We  children  thought  it  very  funny.

Know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  we,  Samuel  Pat ton  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  late  Elizabeth  Walls;  Samuel  Duree  and 
Anna  his  wife,  late  Anna  Walls;  Christopher  Killer  and  Mary 
his  wife,  late  Mary  Walls;  and  Samuel  Walls;  heirs  and 
legatees  of  Major  George  Walls  deceased,  of  Hardin  County  and 
State  of  Kentucky,  have  constituted  and  amde  and  appointed 
our  trusty  and  loving  brother  George  Walls  of  Bourbon  County 
and  state  aforesaid,  our  true  and  lawfull  attorney  for  us

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  party  at  the  wabash  towns,  prepa- 
rations were  made  for  the  sacrifice,  but  an  influential  squaw, 
in  pity  for  the  tender  years,  and  in  admiration  of  the  heroism 
of  the  youth,  interposed  and  saved  his  life.     The  mother  was 
also  saved  from  the  stake,  by  the  interposition  of  a  chief, 
who  desired  to  make  her  his  wife.    The  mother  and  son  were 
ultimately  redeemed  by  traders,  and  returned  to  their  desolate 
home.    Mrs.  Hart  (who  has  often  been  heard  to  declare,  that 
she  would  have  preferred  the  stake  to  a  union  with  the  Indian 
chief)  subsequently  married  a  man  named  Countryman,  and  lived 
in  Hardin  to  a  very  advanced  age,  having  died  but  a  few  years 
since.    Young  Hart,  now  well  stricken  in  years,  is  believed 
to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  State  of  Missouri.

J0SHUA--AN0THER  HAYCRAFT 
by  Daniel  E.  McClure 

While  local  history  buffs  are  familiar  with  the  name  Haycraft, 
associating  it  with  Samuel  Haycraft  Sr., one  of  the  pioneer  settlers 
of  Hardin  County,   and  his  son  Samuel  Haycraft  Jr.,   the  local 
historian  and  public  figure,   most  people  have  no  knowledge  of 
Joshua  Haycraft,   the  youngest  of  the  three  Haycraft  pioneers. 

According  to  Judge  Julius  Haycraft's  brochure  "The  Haycraft 
Family  in  Amer ica , " 1946 ,   an  English  sailor,   James  Haycraft  is 
presumed  to  have  taken  "French  leave"  in  Virginia  in  1740.  At 
some  time  after  that  he  married  an  unknown  lady  and  from  this 
union  were  born  three  sons,   Samuel,   James,   and  Joshua.     A  fourth 
child,   a  girl,   died  in  infancy.     Judge  Haycraft  mentions  that 
there  would  "seem  to  be  a  reasonable  assumption"  that  there  was 
a  relationship  of  some  kind  with  General  John  Neville,   as  he  raised 
the  three  boys  in  his  home  along  with  his  son,  Presley  Neville. 

Born  around  1750,   the  son  James,   hereafter  called  JamesII,  is 
believed  to  have  been  the  first  born  son  in  the  family.  He 
married  a  Miss  Arthur  and  was  killed  by  Indians  soon  after  coming 
to  Kentucky  in  the  early  1780's.     James  II  had  a  son  James  III, 
who  was  born  in  1780  in  Virginia  (most  likely).     Judge  Haycraft 
states  that  he  presumably  was  born  in  what  later  became  Hardin 
County,  Ky.   but  was  then  part  of  colonial  Virginia.   James  III 
could  possibly  have  been  born  in  the  Haycraft  fort  built  in  Severns 
Valley  in  1780  but  this  is  not  probable.     After  the  death  of 
James  II  at  the  hands  of  Indians,   his  widow  married  a  Mr.  Heddy. 

James  III  became  a  Baptist  preacher  and  married  Frances  Van 
Meter,   a  daughter  of  Isaac  Van  Meter  and  a  granddaughter  of  the 
venerable  Jacob  Van  Meter.     James  III,   his  wife  and  children 
moved  to  Macoupin  County,   Illinois  in  the  1830's.     He  died  there 
in  1848. 

As  Samuel  Haycraft,   Sr.'s  life  is  well  documented  in  Hardin 
County  history,   it  will  suffice  to  say  that  he  was  born  11  Sep  1752 

Joshua  Haycraft,   reported  as  being  born  in  Virginia  c.  1754, 
died  in  Grayson  County,  Ky.   c.   1814.     His  Revolutionary  War  service 
was  extensive.     He  is  said  to  have  been  with  Washington  during  most 
of  the  war  and  to  have  spent  the  bitter  winter  of  1777/78  with  the 
American  troops  at  Valley  Forge.     In  VIRGINIANS  IN  THE  REVOLUTION 
the  name  of  Joshua  Haycraft  appears  twice,   once  in  the  Seventh 
Continental  Line  and  again  in  the  Seventh,  Eleventh,   and  Fifteenth 
(Regiments)   of  the  same.   In  RECORDS  OF  THE  REVOLUTIONARY  WAR  by 
W.T.R.   Saffell  (1894)  the  name  of  Joshua  Haycraft  is  listed  as  a 
private  in  the  Company  of  Cpt.   Charles  Porterfield  on  30  Nov  1778.

Francis  Turner  was  born  (probably  c.  1785)  in  England  according  to  the  1880 
Shelby  Co.,  111.  U.S.  Census  nortality  schedule  for  his  daughter,  Lavina  Turner 
Calvert  Wilson.    Francis'  English  birth  is  also  mentioned  in  a  biography  of 
Charles  T.  Howard  (his  grandson)  found  in  the  PORTRAIT  AND  BIOGRAPHICAL  RECORD 
OF  PORTLAND  (Ore.)  AND  VICINITY. 

It  is  possible  that  Francis'  parents  are  the  Joseph  and  Chloe  Turner  who 
were  early  residents  of  Hardin  Co.,  Ky.    If  so,  Francis'  brothers  may  be 
Matthew,  Durham  and  Joseph  Turner  who  appear  in  the  Hardin  Co.  marriage  records 
about  the  same  time  Francis  does. 

Francis  Turner  married  Sarah  "Sally"  Sawyer  about  January  10,  1805,  in 
Hardin  Co.,  Ky.    Sarah  was  born  April  22,  1786,  in  Worcester  Co.,  Md.  the 
daughter  of  Charles  Wesley  Sawyer  and  Ann  Richardson  Sawyer.    The  Sawyers  moved 
from  Maryland  to  Hardin  Co.,  Ky.  in  1795. 

On  January  8,  1805,  Charles  Sawyer  wrote  a  certificate  giving  his  consent 
for  his  daughter  Sally  Sawyer  to  marry  Francis    Turner.    This  certificate  was 
attested  to  by  Charles'  son-in-law,  Robert  Sands.    On  January  10,  1805,  Francis 
Turner  and  Robert  Sands  signed  a  note  for  fifty  pounds  from  Christopher  Greenup 
Governor  of  Kentucky.    "The  condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such  that  if 
there  should  be  no  legal  course  to  obstruct  a  marriage  shortly  intended  to  be 
solemnized  between  the  above  named  Francis  Turner  and  Sally  Sawyer,  then  this 
obligation  is  to  be  void."    A  marriage  license  was  taken  out  by  Francis  and 
Sally  on  January  10,  1805.    The  exact  date  of  their  marriage  is  not  known, 
since  the  Hardin  County  records  show  there  was  no  return  of  the  license  by 
the  officiating  minister. 

Francis  appears  on  the  Hardin  Co.  tax  rolls  for  1806-1813.    The  1806  tax 
list  shows  him  paying  taxes  on  200  acres  of  land  on  Meeting  Creek.    This  land 
does  not  appear  for  any  other  year  and  no  deed  or  land  transfer  has  been  found 
for  it.    Francis  appears  on  the  1810  U.S.  Census  of  Hardin  Co. 

Francis  died  in  Hardin  Co.  in  the  autumn  of  1814.    Sarah  Turner  was 
appointed  executrix  for  her  husband's  estate  October  10,  1814.    His  goods  and 
chatties  were  appraised  November  10,  1814  and  the  inventory  recorded  April  8, 
1816.    Francis'  grave  has  not  been  found.    Presumably  it  would  be  in  the  Moore 
Cemetery  where  the  Sawyers  and  Richardsons  are  buried.    It  may  be  unmarked  or 
the  stone  now  obliterated  by  time. 

On  March  11,  1818,  Sarah  Turner  received  a  Kentucky  land  warrant  for  100 
acres  of  land  on  Meeting  Creek  in  Hardin  Co.    Apparently  this  was  near  her 
father's  land  at  the  confluence  of  Rough  Creek  and  Meeting  Creek  since  she 
appears  (as  a  widow)  next  to  him  on  the  1820  U.S.  Census.    The  1826  tax  list 
of  Hardin  Co.  shows  Sarah  Turner  paying  taxes  on  100  acres  on  Meeting  Creek. 
The  Hardin  Co.  land  records  do  not  show  when  (probably  soon  after  1826)  or  to 
whom  Sally  sold  this  land. 

In  the  fall  of  1826  Sarah  Sawyer  Turner  moved  to  Shelby  Co.,  111.  Included 
on  this  trip  were  Sarah,  her  three  children,  Cynthia,  Charles  and  Ann  Turnery 
Sarah's  daughter,  Lavina  Turner  Calvert  and  her  husband  Ralls  Calvert  and  their 
child,  Mahala  Calvert;  Sarah's  mother,  Ann    Richardson  Sawyer;  Sarah's  sister, 
Nancy  Sawyer  South,  and  her  husband  William  South  and  their  children  Charles, 
John?,  Wilson  and  James  South.    It  is  possible  that  some  of  William  South 's  _ 
brothers  and  their  families  who  also  moved  from  Kentucky  to  Shelby  Co.  were  in 
the  traveling  party.  _  '  • 

There  is  disagreement  in  the  HISTORY  OF  SHELBY  AND  MOULTRIE  COUNTIES  about 
the  date  of  the  move  from  Hardin  Co.,  Ky.  to  Shelby  Co.,  ill.    In  some  places 
it  is  given  as  1825  and  in  others  as  1826.    The  latter  is  probably  correct 
since  Ralls  and  Lavina  Calvert's  oldest  child,  Mahala,  was  born  Jan.  1,  1826, 
in  Hardin  Co.  and  their  next  child,  William,  was  born  Mar.  8,  1827,  in  Shelby  Co. 
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In  the  HISTORY  OF  SHELBY  AND  MOULTRIE  COUNTIES,   William  Calvert 
describes  the  trip  (based  presumably  on  accounts  he  heard  form 
his  parents).     "On  their  way  across  the  State  of  Indiana  they 
traveled  three  days  through  a  complete  wilderness  without  seeing 
a  road  or  any  other  sign  of  civilization.     The  whole  journey  was 
slow  and  tedious." 

After  arriving  in  Shelby  Co.,   the  Turners  and  Calverts  spent 
their  first  winter  "in  the  cabin  of  Daniel  Francisco,   making  a 
household  of  three  families  in  one  cabin  14  (feet)  by  16  (feet)." 

Sarah  Turner  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Methodist  Church  in 
Shelby  Co.     After  building  a  home  for  her  family  on  land  she  pur- 
chased in  1826,   she  "immediately  threw  open  her  house  for  preaching. 
In  1826  a  sermon  was  preached  in  her  house  by  Joseph  Foulks  and 
closed  with  prayer  by  mother  Turner."     In  1827  the  Methodists  of 
Shelby  Co.   held  a  camp-meeting  on  Sally  Turner's  farm. 

Miriam  Herron  in  her  book  THE  BEGINNINGS  OF  METHODISM  IN  SHELBY- 
VILLE  AND  SURROUNDING  AREAS  records  the  following  story  about  Sarah 
Turner.     "One  of  the  legends  of  Shelby  Co.   is  concerned  with  Sally 
Turner's  "jerks".   The  convulsive  motions  of  head  and  body  under 
stress  of  religious  emotion--or  the  repression  of  emot ion--were 
common  manifestations  found  during  early  camp  meetings.  Those 
who  enjoyed  themselves  shouting,   singing,   or  weeping  were  less 
subject  to  "jerks"  than  those  who  refrained.     The  story  is  that 
Mother  Turner  refused  to  be  a  "Shouting  Methodist"  and  held  out 
with  such  strength  that  she  got  the  jerks.   The  phenomenon  made 
her  famous  in  the  neighborhood  and  skeptics  sometimes  came  to 
church  to  witness  it.     Not  until  she  too  shouted  could  Sally  break 
the  "jerks". 

On  December  26,   1826,   Sarah  Turner  purchased  from  the  U.S. 
Government  160  acres  of  land  in  Sec.   33,   Ridge  Twp.,  Fayette  (now 
Shelby)  Co.,   111.     Charles  Turner,   her  son,   purchased  March  30, 
1836  from  the  government  40  acres  of  land  in  the  same  section.  On 
April  24,   1839,   Sarah  sold  40  acres  of  her  land  to  her  son-in-law 
Jeremiah  Lee,   the  rest  to  her  son  Charles.     On  March  11,  1850, 
Jeremiah  and  Ann  Turner  Lee   (who  had  moved  to  Missouri  in  1839) 
sold  their  portion  of  Sarah's  original  land  to  Charles  Turner. 

Sarah  lived  with  her  son  Charles.     They  appear  together  on  the 
1830,   1840,   and  1850  census  reports  for  Shelby  Co.,   111.  Sarah 
and  Charles  have  not  been  found  on  the  1860  census  report.  Charles 
appears  on  the  1870  census  of  Shelby  Co. 

Ann  Richardson  Sawyer  died  in  1832;   her  daughter,   Sarah  Sawyer 
Turner,  March  29,   1864;   Sarah's  son,   Charles  Turner,   January  23, 
1873.     Their  graves  are  next  to  each  other  in  the  Craig  Cemetery 
near  Shelbyville,   111.     Sarah,   having  sold  her  land,   left  no  estate. 

Charles  Turner  apparently  never  married.     At  his  death  his 
estate  was  to  be  divided  between  his  three  sisters,   Lavina  Wilson, 
Cynthia  Howard,   and  Ann  Lee.     Ann  died  before  the  final  settlement, 
so  her  portion  went  to  her  children,  which  included  my  grandmother, 
Isabelle  Ann  Lee.     The  Lee  children  sold  their  share  of  Charles 
Turner's  estate  to  William  Calvert  in  1874.

This  is  in  a  list  headed:     Colonel  (Daniel?)  Morgan's  Riflemen,  who 
were  incorporated  and  served  with  Capt.  Porter  field ' s  Company. 
This  might  indicate  that  Joshua  Haycraft  had  previous  service  with 
Morqan's  Riflemen,   a  rather  famous  unit. 

Samuel  Haycraft  and  his  brother  James  came  to  Kentucky  before 
the  end  of  the  Revolutionary  War.     They  were  here  in  the  fall  of 
1779  or  the  spring  of  1780.     It  is  not  known  at  what  date  Joshua 
arrived.     He  may  have  been  in  service  until  the  war's  end.     He  is 
said  to  have  married  Rebecca  Kelly  c.   1785  in  Kentucky  (then 
Virginia).     She  is  recorded  as  dying  in  Grayson  County,  Ky.   c.  181/ 
Her  father's  name  is  listed  as  William  Kelly. 

The  Joshua  Haycraft  family  chart  shows  six  children  born  during 
the  period  1784  through  1800.     (1)  Margaret  born  1784  in  Ky.(a 
question  here,   as  the  parental  marriage  date  is  shown  as  c.  1785), 
Margaret  married  9  July  1805  Joshua  Sanders  in  Hardin  County. 
(2)  John  married  Nancy  White.     (3)  Susannah  born  1790,  married 
first  Richard(?)  Martin  Hazelip,   second,   John  Ashcraft.  (4) 
James  born  1793,  married  20  Dec  1818  Mary  Maiden  in  Gray  son  County . 
(5)  Daniel  Kelly  Haycraft  born  1797,  married  19  Nov  1829  Elizabeth 
(Betsy)  McClure.     He  was  an  attorney  in  Elizabethtown  where  he 
died  9  Feb  1877.     (6)  Rebecca  born  c.   1800,   married  William 
Weedman,   died  in  Perry  County,   Indiana  c.  1871. 

The  above  John  Ashcraft  McClure,   born  15  Oct  1792,   was  the 
first  child  of  David  McClure  and  Elizabeth  Ashcraft,   daughter  of 
Jediah  Ashcraft  and  Nancy  Friend.     David  and  Elizabeth  were 
married  in  Nelson  County,  Ky.,   in  February,  1792. 

Some  early  census  indexes  for  Kentucky  Show  Joshua  Haycraft 
in  Nelson  County  in  1790,   in  Hardin  County  1800     in  Grayson 
County  1810.     His  name  does  not  appear  after  that  date      The  1850 
Federal  Census  shows  a  Joshua  Haycraft  in  Breckinridge  County, 
aged  27.     This  could  not  be  a  son  of  the  original  Joshua  as  his 
death  date  is  listed  as  1814.  HofoH 
Joshua  Haycraft's  name  appears  on  a  record  of  taxes  dated 
14  Nov  1792.     A  census  taken  from  tax  lists  for  1800  shows  the 
names  of  Samuel,   James  and  Joshua  Haycraft  in  Hardin  County.  This 
James  Haycraft  must  be  James  III  who  was  born  m  1780. 

Joshua  is  said  to  have  worked  in  the  mill  operated  by  his 
brother  Samuel.     This  mill  is  recorded  as  being  built  in  1796/97 
on  Valley  Creek  in  Elizabethtown.     What  his  occupation  was  in 
Hardin  County  prior  to  his  work  in  his  brother ' s  mill  is  unknown. 
Possibly  he  worked  on  some  of  the  land  owned  by  the  Haycraft 
family  in  the  Mill  Creek  section  of  Hardin  County.     He  apparently 
did  not  apply  for  a  Revolutionary  War  Pensi°n.  Havrraft 

Two  of  the  grandsons  of  Joshua,   sons  of  Daniel  KellJ  H^01^ ' 
were  D     C.  Haycraft,   an  attorney  in  Elizabethtown,   and  Major  Joe 
Ha  craft,   a  Confederate  calvaryman  with  Major  John  Hunt  Morgan

MEN  WHOM   I  REMEMBER 

This  act  of  moral  courage  was  remembered  by  Samuel  Haycraft,  Jr. 
and  was  written  a  few  months  before  his  death  in  1878. 

"The  occurrance  took  place  in  Russellville  in  February,  1862. 
For  more  than  a  year  previous,   special  pains  had  been  taken  to  "fire 
the  Southern  heart"  in  the  county,   so  much  so,   that  in  September, 
1861,   only  about  half  a  dozen  Union  men  were  to  be  found  in  the 
town.     Mr.   B.,   then  an  old  man  and  one  of  the  staunchest  of  them, 
was  threatened  with  assassination.     About  the  time  Gen.  Buckner 
came  in,   Mr.   B.   was  told  by  those  who  knew,   that  a  certain  man 
was  getting  up  a  company  to  arrest  him.     Whereupon,   Mr.   B.  after 
consulting  with  his  friends,   left  to  seek  safety  within  the  Union 
lines  . 

In  February,   1862,   the  Provost  Marshall,   whose  soul,   if  he  had 
any,   would  rattle  in  a  mustard  seed,   issued  an  order  appointing 
Judge  George  Edwards  and  two  other  citizens  to  make  an  inventory 
of  the  estate  owned  by  Mr.  B.,  with  the  view  of  confiscatin.  The 
order  also  reguired  Mrs.   B.,   an  old  lady,   with  her  son  and  two 
little  orphan  grandchildren  to  get  out  of  the  house  within  twenty- 
four  hours.     The  order  was  shown  to  Judge  Edwards  by  the  Provost 
Marshall.     Judge  Edwards  replied,   "Is  thy  servant  a  dog  that  he 
should  do  this  thing?" 

After  a  positive  refusal  by  the  Judge  to  participate  in  such  an 
outrage  upon  humanity,   to  say  nothing  of  civil  rights,   the  Provost 
Marshall  threatened  to  compel  him  by  force  of  arms,   to  which  the 
Judge  replied,   "Send  on  your  soldiers,   and  when  they  have  executed 
your  order  to  charge  bayonets,   you  will  learn  how  futile  all  your 
military  power  is  to  compel  me  to  sacrifice  self-respect  by  doing 
your  dirty  work."     Finding  the  Judge  would  welcome  death  sooner 
than  dishonor,  he  released  him  and  procured  another.     The  three 
thus  procured  proceeded  to  do  the  bidding  of  him  who  supposed  the 
Government  rested  upon  his  shoulders.     But  when  Gen.  Floyd  heard 
of  the  outrage,  he  revoked  the  order,   saying,   "no  non-combatant's 
property  should  be  confiscated  in  his  command."   (ed.  G.W.)

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A  STUDY   IN  HANDWRITING 
LINCOLN-HAYCRAFT  CORRESPONDENCE 
by  R.   GERALD  McMURTRY 

Durinq  the  presidential  election  year  of  1860,  Abraham  Lincoln  wrote  five 
letters  to  Samuel  Haycraft  Jr.,  the  former  Hardin  County  Circuit  Court  Clerk  at 
Elizabethtown.    In  fact,  Haycraft  wrote  Lincoln  six  letters  and  Lincoln  replied 
five  times. (1)    Haycraft  initiated  the  correspondence  in  May,  1860;  however, 
his  first  letter  to  which  Lincoln  replied  is  not  extant.    The  earliest  letter 
extant  from  Haycraft  to  Lincoln  is  dated  May  31,  1860.    The  last  of  the  five 
letters  Haycraft  received  from  Lincoln  is  dated  November  13,  1860. 

Lincoln  knew  Haycraft  by  reputation  and  the  newly  elected  sixteenth  Pres- 
ident undoubtedly  had  seen  many  of  his  father's  legal  papers  in  the  handwriting 
of  the  early  court  clerks.    Samuel  Haycraft  had  served  in  the  County  and  Circuit 
Court  offices  from  1809  until  1857.    In  the  year  of  his  retirement,  he  was 
elected  to  the  Kentucky  State  Senate  and  held  that  position  for  four  years.  He 
was  again  elected  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  in  1862  and  retired  in  1868  at  the 

396  On  M^e28!"l86o!"Lincoln  answered  Haycraft' s  first  letter.    Among  other 
subiects  he  wrote  "I -do  not  think  I  ever  saw  you,  though  I  very  well  know  who 
you  are-so  well  that  I  recognized  your  handwriting,  on  opening  your  letter 
before  I  saw  the  signature.    My  recollection  is  that  Ben  Helm  was  first  Clerk 
that  you  succeeded  him,  that  Jack  Thomas  and  William  Farleigh  graduated  to  the 
same  office  and  that  your  handwritings  were  all  very  similar     Am  I  right. 

The  Louis  A.  Warren  Lincoln  Library  and  Museum  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  is 
esoeciallv  rich  in  early  original  Hardin  County  and  neighboring  counties  manu- 
scripts dating  back  to  1780  and  examples  of  the  four  clerk's  handwritings  are 
available  for  comparison. (3)    There  is  a  similiarity  because  they  likely  used 
qui     pens  ^aSHSS  ink  and  wrote  with  a  flourish  giving  a  ki  n  do  decorative 
appearance  to  capital  letters  and  dates  with  the  result  that  the  average  reader 
qnmetimes  confused  with  such  elaborations.  . 
Sy  opinion  is  that  the  handwritings  of  the  Court  Clerks  were  similiar.U)
